NIGHT  EMBARKATIONS— In  ord  er  to  avoid  serious  congestion  and 
in  the  interests  of  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  passengers,  visitors 
at  night  embarkations  of  the  Queen  Elizabeth,  Queen  Mary,  Mauretania 
and  Caronia  will  be  restricted  to  four  visitors  per  passenger  in  First 
Class  and  two  visitors  per  passenger  in  Cabin  Class  and  Tourist  Class. 
Admission  of  visitors  will  be  controlled  on  the  pier.  Passes  for  visitors 
will  not  be  issued  in  advance,  but  the  company  will  endeavor  to  arrange 
admission  of  visitors  named  by  passengers  provided  the  names  of  such 
visitors  are  reported  prior  to  the  date  of  embarkation. 

Visitors  at  night  embarkations  will  be  admitted  between  the  beginning 
of  the  embarkation  hours  and  one  hour  prior  to  the  end  of  the  em¬ 
barkation  hours.

FOR  PASSENGERS  FROM  CANADA 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 
FOR  TRANSATLANTIC  PASSENGERS 


U.  S.  SAILING  PERMITS — (Income  tax  clearances)  are  required  by 
all  passengers  from  Canada  who  sail  from  a  United  States  port. 
These  may  be  obtained  at  Room  400,  17  East  42nd  Street  in  New 
York  (office  hours:  Monday  through  Friday,  9  A.M.  to  5  P.M.),  or 
from  the  office  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Internal  Revenue 
nearest  the  passenger's  home. 

Passengers  from  Canada,  sailing  from  a  U.  S.  port,  may  obtain 
sailing  permits  at  the  pier  prior  to  boarding  the  ship,  provided  they 
can  show  evidence  of  having  crossed  the  border  into  the  United 
States  within  48  hours  of  sailing.  As  examination  by  the  U.  S.  Rev¬ 
enue  Officer  at  the  pier  may  involve  considerable  delay,  it  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  permits  be  secured  in  advance  whenever  possible. 

UNITED  STATES  TRANSIT  VISA  REGULATIONS— Citizens  of 
Canada  are  exempt  from  the  U.  S.  transit  visa  when  crossing  the 
border  en  route  to  Europe,  but  are  not  exempt  when  landing  at 
U.  S.  ports  from  overseas.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  citizens 
and  residents  of  Canada  contemplating  their  return  journey  via  the 
United  States  secure  the  required  transit  visa  at  any  American  Con¬ 
sulate  in  Canada  before  proceeding  abroad,  thus  avoiding  diffi¬ 
culties  or  delay  at  the  Consulates  overseas  and  at  the  port  of  em¬ 
barkation.  This  is  very  important  as  passengers  en  route  to 
Canada  will  not  be  permitted  to  embark  on  the  westbound 
voyage  unless  in  possession  of  the  U.  S.  transit  visa. 

Passengers  from  Canada,  other  than  citizens  of  Canada  or  of  the 
United  States,  are  reminded  of  the  necessity  of  obtaining  a  United 
States  transit  visa  on  their  passports  in  order  to  cross  the  border. 

BAGGAGE— Baggage  dispatched  from  Canada  by  railway  should 
be  checked  on  "Special  Delivery"  checks  which  provide  for  trans¬ 
fer  from  the  railroad  station  to  the  pier  in  New  York.  Baggage  dis¬ 
patched  in  this  manner  travels  in  bond,  thus  eliminating  United 
States  Customs  examination. 

CUSTOMS  REQUIREMENTS— Under  emergency  measures  recently 
adopted  by  the  Dominion  Government  for  the  conservation  of  for¬ 
eign  exchange,  the  baggage  of  all  passengers  leaving  Canada,  in¬ 
cluding  returning  United  States  residents,  is  subject  to  examination 
by  Canadian  Customs  Officers  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  ille¬ 
gal  export  of  currency,  stocks,  bonds  and  other  media  of  exchange. 
Passengers  should  arrange  to  check  their  heavy  baggage  direct  to 
the  steamer  and  arrange  for  Canadian  Customs  Examination  at  the 
time  the  baggage  is  checked.  The  Customs  Officer  will  place  a 
sticker  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  baggage  check  after  the  baggage 
has  been  checked  which  will  indicate  that  the  necessary  requirement 
has  been  complied  with. 

If  there  is  not  a  Canadian  Customs  Officer  located  at  the  point 
from  which  the  baggage  is  shipped  enquiry  should  be  directed  to 
the  local  Railway  Ticket  Agency  or  Baggage  Agent  who  will  be  able 
to  advise  the  nearest  point  at  which  Customs  examinations  can  be 
made. 

Baggage  which  is  not  pre-examined  by  the  Canadian  Customs  will 
be  dealt  with  as  follows: 

If  the  passenger  is  sailing  from  an  United  States  Port  the  bag¬ 
gage  will  be  held  in  the  Custody  of  the  Customs  at  the  Cana¬ 
dian  border  until  claimed  by  the  passenger,  examined  and 

released  by  the  Canadian  Customs  Officials.

We  have  appointed  reliable  travel  agents  in  most  of  the  im¬ 
portant  cities  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  for  the  purpose 
of  making  it  convenient  for  you  to  handle  your  transportation 
requirements  locally.  They  will  request  space  for  you,  collect 
passage  money  and  issue  tickets  at  no  extra  cost.  We  suggest 
that  you  make  use  of  their  services. 


PART  PAYMENTS — Accommodation  cannot  be  considered  defi¬ 
nitely  reserved  until  covered  by  a  part  payment  or  an  actual  ticket. 
The  balance  on  a  reservation  covered  by  a  part  payment  is  due  wher. 
asked  for,  but  must  be  paid  not  later  than  Six  Weeks  before  the 
outward  sailing.  The  amount  of  the  part  payment  required  for  each 
adult  is  as  follows:

PASSPORTS— It  is  necessary  that  each  passenger,  regardless  of 
nationality,  be  in  possession  of  a  valid  passport  of  his  country.  To 
obtain  a  passport,  United  States  Citizens  should  apply  to  a  clerk  of 
a  Federal  or  State  Court  having  authority  to  naturalize  aliens.  There 
is  a  court  in  the  county  seat  of  each  county,  which  is  authorized  to 
accept  passport  applications.  In  the  following  cities  application 
should  be  made  to  the  Federal  Passport  Agency:  New  York  City: 
Sub-Treasury  Building,  Wall  and  Nassau  Streets;  or  630  Fifth  Avenue, 
Room  261-262;  San  Francisco:  Federal  Office  Building,  Civic  Center. 

VISAS— If  is  necessary  that  each  passport  be  presented  to  the 
Consular  Officer  of  the  country  in  which  the  passenger  intends  to 
land,  to  be  visaed,  unless  the  passenger  is  a  citizen  of  that  country 
or  is  a  national  of  a  country  having  a  reciprocal  visa  agreement  with 
the  country  of  proposed  entry. 

United  States  citizens  for  example  do  not  require  visas  to  enter 
Belgium,  Denmark,  France,  Great  Britain,  Holland,  Italy,  Liechten¬ 
stein,  Luxemburg,  Norway,  Sweden  and  Switzerland. 

While  not  absolutely  necessary,  it  is  also  advisable  to  have  the 
passport  visaed  before  departure  by  the  Consul  of  each  country 
which  the  passenger  intends  to  visit  subsequently,  although  such  visas 
may  be  obtained  abroad. 

At  the  time  of  applying  for  a  visa,  the  passenger  must  know  the 
sailing  by  which  he  expects  to  depart. 

TRANSIT  VISAS  —  All  foreign  citizens,  except  Canadians,  must 
secure  a  U.  S.  Transit  Visa  before  entering  the  United  States  in 
transit  to  the  pier  for  eastbound  sailings.  Transit  Visas  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  at  any  U.  S.  Consulate  free  of  charge. 
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GENERAL 

U.  S.  SAILING  PERMIT — A  United  States  citizen  is  not  required 
to  have  a  sailing  permit. 

A  passenger  who  is  not  a  United  States  citizen  must  report  to 
an  office  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue,  to  obtain  a 
sailing  permit  (income  tax  clearance)  before  proceeding  to  the 
steamer.  He  must  have  his  steamer  ticket  and  passport  in  his  pos¬ 
session  when  making  application  for  a  sailing  permit. 

In  New  York,  sailing  permits  may  be  secured  at  Room  400, 
17  East  42nd  Street,  and  in  Boston,  at  141  Milk  Street.  Office  hours 
are  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  Mondays  through  Fridays. 

PERMITS  TO  RE-ENTER  THE  U.  S.— Alien  residents  of  the  United 
States  intending  a  temporary  visit  abroad  are  urged  to  secure  a 
"Re-entry  Permit"  before  leaving  the  United  States  as  the  holder 
is  exempt  from  applying  to  an  American  Consulate  abroad  for  a 
visa;  permits  are  good  for  one  year  and  may  be  extended  upon 
application  if  the  holder  is  unable  to  return  within  the  required  time. 

Prospective  passengers  should  secure  the  official  re-entry  appli¬ 
cation  form  from  any  Cunard  White  Star  office  or  agency,  mailing 
such,  when  executed  before  a  Notary  Public,  direct  to  the  Bureau 
of  Immigration,  19th  and  East  Capitol  Streets,  N.E.,  Washington, 
D.  C.  A  separate  application  must  be  made  for  each  applicant. 
Applications  should  be  filed  with  the  Bureau  at  least  30  days  before 
anticipated  departure. 

SMALL  POX  VACCINATION — All  passengers  arriving  in  the 
United  States  from  the  continent  of  Europe,  and  from  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  are  required  to  submit  to  the  U.  S.  Public  Health 
authorities  written  evidence  that  they  have  been  vaccinated  within 
three  years  of  the  date  of  their  arrival.  See  page  14  for  full 
particulars. 

PHYSICAL  DISABILITIES  AND  PREGNANCY— Physical  dis 
abilities  must  be  reported  to  the  Line  before  tickets  are  issued,  in 
order  that  special  arrangements  can  be  made  on  board  ship,  if 
possible. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  refuse  passage  to  anyone  in  such  a  state 
of  health  or  physical  condition  as  to  be  unfit  to  travel,  or  whose 
condition,  through  disease  or  otherwise,  may  be  dangerous  or 
obnoxious  to  other  passengers. 

Pregnancy  must  be  regarded  as  a  physical  disability.  The  Line 
reserves  the  right  to  refuse  passage  to  women  in  advanced  stages 
of  pregnancy. 

PREPAID  TICKETS  may  be  purchased  in  this  country  for  transpor¬ 
tation  to  the  United  States  for  residents  of  Austria,  Belgium,  Bul¬ 
garia,  Cyprus,  Czechoslovakia,  Denmark,  Egypt,  Finland,  France, 
Germany  (French,  British  and  American  occupied  zones),  Gibraltar, 
Great  Britain  and  Eire,  Greece,  Holland,  Hungary,  Iceland,  Italy, 
Luxembourg,  Malta,  North  Africa,  Norway,  Palestine,  Poland,  Portu¬ 
gal,  Spain,  Sweden,  Switzerland,  Syria,  and  Turkey.  Further  details 
will  be  furnished  upon  request.

Under  an  amendment  to  the  Public  Health  Regulations,  which  be¬ 
came  effective  on  September  1st,  all  immigrants,  namely,  appli¬ 
cants  for  U.  S.  quota  or  non-quota  visas,  must  submit  to  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Consul  with  their  passports  and  other  documents,  a  report  of 
a  chest  X-Ray  examination,  with  a  copy  of  the  plate  or  film,  and  a 
Wasserman  report.  Children  under  10  years  of  age  are  exempt  from 
this  regulation,  unless  the  medical  examiner  at  the  Consulate  other¬ 
wise  directs. 

The  regulation  further  provides  that  if  the  X-Ray  and  Wasserman 
reports  cannot  be  secured  in  the  area  where  the  immigrant  resides 
the  visa  may  be  issued  and  the  applicant  allowed  to  immigrate, 
but  he  or  she  may  be  remanded  to  Ellis  Island  or  any  other  Immi¬ 
gration  Station  on  arrival,  until  the  required  medical  tests  can  be 
made  and  reviewed. 

In  general,  this  regulation  will  be  enforced  by  the  American 
Consulate  abroad,  and  does  not  apply  to  any  passengers  other  than 
immigrants. 

BAGGAGE  TAGS  AND  LABELS — Baggage  tags  and  labels  will 
be  furnished  upon  application.  White  colored  tags  are  provided  for 
stateroom  baggage  and  buff  colored  tags  for  hold  baggage.  Passen¬ 
gers  should  insure  therefore,  that  the  appropriate  tag  is  affixed  to 
each  piece  of  baggage  according  to  whether  the  baggage  should  be 
placed  in  the  stateroom  or  in  the  hold  during  the  voyage.  Initial 
labels  are  affixed  on  board  ship  by  the  stateroom  steward  prior  to 
disembarkation. 

"Hold"  baggage  should  be  dispatched  to  arrive  at  the  pier  about 
forty-eight  hours  prior  to  embarkation  time,  each  piece  properly 
tagged  and  labeled  showing  the  passenger's  name,  ship,  date  of 
sailing  and  destination.  All  such  baggage  should  be  claimed  from  the 
Baggage  Master  on  the  pier  before  embarkation.  Stateroom  baggage 
should  be  labeled  plainly  with  the  number  of  the  stateroom  and  the 
passenger's  name. 

On  arrival  at  the  pier,  a  porter  will  assist  the  passenger  with 
his  baggage  to  a  point  adjacent  to  the  gangway.  The  passenger 
should  indicate  to  the  porter  which  pieces  he  wishes  to  accompany 
him  to  his  cabin  on  board  and  which  may  be  put  aboard  for 
delivery  to  the  cabin  at  the  end  of  the  embarkation  period. 

Small  or  fragile  items  should  be  carried  by  the  passenger. 

HANDLING  OF  BAGGAGE  AT  NEW  YORK  PIERS— Porters  are 
available  at  the  New  York  Piers  to  assist  incoming  and  outgoing 
passengers  with  their  baggage.  This  service  is  free  and  should 
any  demand  be  made  by  a  porter  for  payment,  it  is  requested  that 
the  matter  be  reported  immediately  to  one  of  the  police  attendants 
or  a  Company's  representative  on  the  pier. 

It  is  essential  that  passengers  should  make  a  note  of  the  badge 
number  of  the  porter  concerned. 

VALUABLE  BAGGAGE— Val  uable  pieces,  such  as  jewel  cases,  etc., 
must  be  carried  by  the  passenger  and  should  be  placed  in  the 
Purser's  care  immediately  after  embarking.

STATEROOM  BAGGAGE — Passenger's  baggage  and  personal 
effects  are  considered  to  be  in  the  custody  of  the  passenger  while 
located  in  staterooms,  and  therefore,  passengers  are  cautioned  not 
to  leave  articles,  including  coats,  etc.,  unattended  in  staterooms 
while  in  port. 

FORWARDING  OF  BAGGAGE  TO  PIER — It  is  imperative  that 
heavy  baggage,  including  all  trunks,  be  forwarded  to  reach  the 
pier  about  48  hours  prior,  but  not  less  than  24  hours  before  the 
time  of  embarkation.  Suitcases  should  also  be  sent  to  the  pier  in 
advance  if  possible. 

Passengers  traveling  to  New  York  by  train  may  forward  their 
baggage  to  the  ship  under  a  special  delivery  railroad  check.  If  the 
baggage  is  not  checked  in  this  manner,  arrangements  should  be 
made  at  the  railroad  station  in  New  York  for  transfer  of  the 
baggage  to  the  pier. 

Baggage  will  be  received  at  the  pier  between  the  hours  of 
8  A.M.  and  6  P.M. 

WRAPPING  OF  PACKAGES — Passengers  are  cautioned  to  wrap 
all  packages  securely.  Each  package,  as  well  as  all  other  baggage, 
must  be  labeled  with  the  passenger's  name,  class  and  stateroom 
number.  The  company  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  any  package 
which  does  not  comply  with  these  requirements. 

SHIPMENT  OF  CASKETS  AND  URNS— Caskets  and  urns  can  be 
handled  as  passenger's  baggage  when  accompanying  passenger. 
The  cost  to  British  ports  is  $260.00  for  a  casket  and  $37.50  for 
an  urn.  The  cost  to  Cherbourg  is  $350.00  for  a  casket  and  $57.50 
for  an  urn. 

Full  information  is  available  at  any  Cunard  White  Star  Line  office. 

BAGGAGE  INSURANCE— B  aggage  insurance  is  recommended  for 
all  passengers.  A  policy  can  be  purchased  from  Cunard  White  Star 
Offices  and  authorized  travel  agents  which  provides  a  remarkably 
broad  coverage  at  inexpensive  rates.  This  policy  protects  pas¬ 
sengers'  baggage  in  ships,  trains,  automobiles,  airplanes,  hotels, 
boarding  houses  and  other  buildings  while  enroute  anywhere  in  the 
world.  As  the  Company's  liability  for  baggage  is  strictly  limited  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  clauses  on  its  passage 
ticket(s),  it  is  recommended  that  all  luggage  be  insured. 

BAGGAGE  ALLOWANCE — Each  adult  passenger  is  allowed  20 
cubic  feet  of  personal  baggage  free  of  charge.  Baggage  in  excess 
of  that  amount  is  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  $1.00  per  cubic  foot. 

BAGGAGE  DESTINED  TO  PARIS — Special  checking  facilities  are 
available  for  transporting  baggage  through  to  Paris  and  full  in¬ 
formation  may  be  secured  on  the  dock  at  embarkation  or  from  the 
Purser  or  Baggage  Master  aboard  ship. 

Passengers  taking  the  boat  train  to  Paris  are  advised  that  hand 
baggage  in  excess  of  the  two  pieces  which  are  normally  allowed  to 
accompany  passengers  in  their  compartments  is  placed  in  a  van 
at  the  rear  of  the  special  train  and  a  charge  of  Frs.  200  for  each 
additional  piece  is  imposed  by  the  French  Railway  authorities. 

BAGGAGE  RESTRICTIONS  AS  TO  CONTENTS  — Da  ngerous 
articles,  such  as  fireworks,  matches,  gunpowder,  gasoline,  cartridges, 
moving  picture  films,  etc.,  must  not  under  any  circumstances  be 
enclosed  in  baggage. 


Passengers'  baggage  is  understood  to  consist  of  wearing  apparel 
and  effects  necessary  to  and  appropriate  for  the  travellers'  personal 
comfort  and  convenience;  other  articles  such  as  household  effects, 
radios,  washing  machines,  refrigerators,  automobile  tires  and  mer¬ 
chandise  should  be  shipped  as  freight  for  which  rates  to  British 
ports  will  be  quoted  on  application. 

No  responsibility  can  bo  accepted  for  the  breakage  of  fragile 
articles  placed  in  baggage  and  passengers  are  particularly  warned 
against  packing  glassware  etc.,  containing  liquids.  The  contents  of 
one  broken  bottle  can  ruin  an  entire  wardrobe. 

Documents,  manuscripts,  money,  jewelry,  or  valuables  of  any  de¬ 
scription  should  not  be  included  in  baggage  and  if  included  by 
the  passenger  no  liability  on  account  of  such  articles  is  assumed 
by  the  Company.  The  Purser  will  receive  from  the  passenger  sealed 
packages  containing  such  articles  or  money  and  will  place  the  same 
in  the  ship's  safe  and  will  give  a  written  receipt  therefor,  but  the 
Company  is  in  no  event  liable  for  loss  of,  or  injury  to,  or  delay  in 
delivery  of  the  same  and  receives  the  same  at  the  passenger's  risk, 
unless  the  nature  of  the  contents  and  the  value  thereof  be  declared 
by  the  passenger  and  noted  upon  the  receipt  given  him  and  unless 
a  charge  of  I  %  of  the  value  thereof  be  paid  thereon. 

FRENCH  CUSTOMS — Eastbound  passengers  travelling  into  or 
through  France  are  cautioned  to  make  a  complete  declaration  of 
the  contents  of  their  baggage  on  the  French  Customs'  Declaration 
forms  which  are  given  to  them  aboard  ship.  Passengers  who  fail  to 
fully  comply  with  the  French  Customs’  regulation  may  be  subject  to 
delay  and  heavy  fines. 

FOODSTUFFS — Current  regulations  permit  travelers  to  Great 
Britain  to  take  with  them  foodstuffs  not  exceeding  $50.00  in  valua¬ 
tion.  Total  weight  may  aggregate  no  more  than  50  pounds,  and 
no  one  commodity  within  that  limit  may  exceed  10  pounds. 

French  regulations  permit  each  visitor  to  bring  into  the  country 
110  pounds  of  food,  not  exceeding  $50.00  in  value.  A  written  dec¬ 
laration  indicating  the  amount  of  food  to  be  landed  in  France  must 
be  filed  with  the  French  Consul  in  New  York  prior  to  sailing.  Cus¬ 
toms  charges  are  1 2 (/j %  of  the  total  value  of  the  food. 

BRITISH  FINANCE  REGULATIONS— prohibit  passengers  from 
entering  or  leaving  the  United  Kingdom  with  British  currency  in 
excess  of  £5.  All  U.  S.  dollar  or  other  foreign  currencies  in  the 
possession  of  passengers  should  be  declared  to  British  Immigration 
officials  upon  arrival  in  England.  The  amount  of  currency  carried  will 
be  endorsed  in  the  passengers'  passports  so  that  they  may  leave  the 
country  without  forfeiting  their  unspent  funds. 

It  is  recommended  that  passengers  use  Travelers  Cheques,  Bank 
Drafts  or  cable  transfers  and  the  company's  own  Sterling  Limited 
Drafts. 

FRENCH  FINANCE  REGULATIONS — prohibit  passengers  from 
entering  France  with  French  banknotes  in  excess  of  Frs.  40,000,  per 
passenger,  irrespective  of  age  and  Frs.  1,000  in  the  case  of  children

not  holding  passports,  provided  this  amount  is  endorsed  on  the 
guardian's  passport. 

Upon  arrival  at  French  ports  passengers  are  required  to  submit 
to  the  French  Customs  authorities  a  Monetary  Declaration  form, 
which  will  be  gummed  in  their  passports,  indicating  all  U.  S.  dollars 
or  other  foreign  currencies  in  their  possession.  These  forms  are  ob¬ 
tainable  on  board  the  company's  vessels  calling  at  French  ports. 

The  exchange  of  dollars  and  other  foreign  currencies  for  French 
francs  must  be  made  only  through  authorized  banks  or  exchange 
offices,  where  the  amounts  passengers  exchange  will  also  be  noted 
on  the  Monetary  Declaration  form. 

When  leaving  France,  passengers  can  not  take  out  more  than 
Frs.  4,000  in  French  currency  and  Frs.  1,000  for  children  not  holding 
passports.  Remaining  dollars  and  other  foreign  currencies  in  the 
passenger's  possession  must  be  declared  to  the  French  Customs 
authorities  at  the  port  of  departure. 

Failure  to  comply  with  these  regulations  will  result  in  the  assess¬ 
ment  of  fines. 

REMITTANCE  SERVICE — Cunord  White  Star  maintains  a  depend¬ 
able  service  for  payment  of  sterling  drafts  in  Great  Britain  and  Eire 
and  a  foreign  money-order  service  for  payments  in  Continental 
Europe,  for  which  direct  banking  connections  have  been  established 
in  Austria,  Czechoslovakia,  Finland,  France,  Greece,  Hungary,  Italy, 
and  Poland. 

Cable  and  mail  transfers  to  all  other  European  countries  can  also  be 
handled  at  attractive  rates  by  Cunard  White  Star  Line  offices  and 
agents  in  the  United  States. 

BRITISH  TOBACCO  REGULATIONS— While  there  is  no  stipu- 
lated  concession,  passengers  may  generally  take  into  the  United 
Kingdom  free  of  duty  200  cigarettes  or  half  a  pound  of  tobacco. 
However,  when  these  quantities  are  exceeded,  duty  is  chargeable 
on  the  whole  amount. 

FRENCH  TOBACCO  REGULATIONS  —  Passengers  from  the 
United  States  may  bring  into  France  duty  free  1,000  cigarettes  or 
250  cigars  or  a  total  of  2,000  grams  of  tobacco,  provided  the 
tobacco  is  carried  in  hand  luggage  and  declared  on  the  special  form 
covering  such  hand  luggage.  Tobacco  packed  in  trunks  or  other  lug¬ 
gage  not  carried  by  hand  is  subject  to  tax. 

Passengers  landing  at  a  port  in  Great  Britain,  in  transit  to  France, 
ere  required  to  pay  customs  duty  on  these  tobacco  goods.  The 
package  will  be  sealed  by  the  British  customs  officer  and  returned 
to  the  passenger  for  production  intact  at  the  port  of  embarkation 
for  France.  A  receipt  for  the  duty  paid  will  be  given  to  the  pas¬ 
senger  which  must  be  surrendered  at  the  port  of  embarkation  in 
order  to  obtain  a  refund  of  the  duty. 

Only  tobacco  purchased  in  the  United  States  is  admitted  tax 
free  into  France.  That  obtained  on  shipboard,  in  Great  Britain  or  on 
the  Continent  is  dutiable. 

HOTEL  ACCOMMODATIONS  ABROAD— In  view  of  the  shortage 
of  hotel  accommodations  in  England  and  on  the  Continent,  it  is  sug¬ 
gested  that  passengers  cable  in  advance  for  reservations. 

WESTBOUND  RESERVATIONS — In  order  to  obtain  complete  and 
current  embarkation  instructions,  passengers  should  confirm  their 
westbound  reservations  with  one  of  Cunard  White  Star's  main 
offices  abroad. 

Passengers  are  also  advised  to  obtain  a  copy  of  a  printed  em¬ 
barkation  notice  from  one  of  the  company's  offices  abroad,  which 
will  give  embarkation  details,  as  circumstances  may  require  passen¬ 
gers  to  embark  on  the  day  prior  to  the  advertised  sailing  date. 


UNITED  STATES  HEAD  TAX — $8.00  additional  per  passenger  must 
be  collected  on  westbound  contract  and  prepaid  tickets,  with  the 
following  exceptions:
